FUNDS TO SUY 
SOYS UNIFORMS 


Complete Outfits Will 
Be Purchased For 
Members Of Band 
Through Sub­ 
scription. 


A drive to raise $2,000 from resi­ 
dents of Gettysburg to purchase year- 
round and serviceable uniforms for 
members 
of the 
Boys’ 
band was 
launched Tuesday evening when each 
of the seven members of the advisory 
board of the musical organization coh- 
tributed $15. 
The campaign will be for one week 
and each person contributing $15 will 
be given credit for purchasing a uni­ 
form for one of the young bandsmen. 
Since the organization a year ago, 
the band has been outfitted in white 
sailor suits, practical enough for sum­ 
mer, but impractical for fall and win­ 
ter use. 
Although the color and 
quality of the new uniforms have not 
been decided upon, it is planned by 
the advisory board to purchase a three 
or four piece outfit, suitable for win­ 
ter and summer. 
The quality and style of the new’ 
uniforms 
depend 
entirely upon the 
generosity of local residents, mem­ 
bers of the advisory board said. 
The new uniforms will be the prop­ 
erty of the citizens, members of the 
advisory board pointed out, and any 
member of the band who drops from 
the organization will be compelled to 
turn in his uniform. 
Tho band, which is under the lead­ 
ership of Professor Stenger, Hanover, 
with George Hamm, Gettysburg, as 
assistant, now numbers 65 pieces, and 
is rapidly gaining an excellent repu­ 
tation here and elsewhere.

The letter in full follows: 
Schlitz. Obor-Hesstn, Germany, 
October SI, 1927. 
The Gettysburg Times: 
“About the time the vacation sea­ 
son was over and most people who 
had been away returned to take up 
the duties of life anew, I started on 
my vacation, going again to my far 
away birthplace. 
This time I went 
mainly to see the harvesting of the 
grapes in the Rhine district. 
I"*had 
been on the Rhine quite often in the 
winter and several times in the spring. 
The last time I was there my people 
asked me to come when the grapes 
were being gathered, and I thought so 
well of the suggestion, I started for 
Europe this year on September 28, on 


numbered about 350. The service and 
food were very satisfactory. 
The 
boat was not a fast one and it took 
us eleven days to get to Hamburg; 
most vessels take about eight days to 
make the run and when we are on j 
the water this long we are anxious to , 
get to harbor. 
“We landed in Cuxhaven, which is 
about three hours ride by railway to 
Hamburg. 
Got into Hamburg late 
Sunday night. 
Hamburg is a won­ 
derful city and one of the largest 
shipping ports in the 
world 
The 
main harbor is like the trunk of a 
tree with branches that run off into 
a number of coves which are filled 
with ships from a1! parts of the 
world. 
I took a trip around the har­ 
bor in a motor boat and it took one 
and one half hours. 
I read a report 
of the Hamburg .American line, which 
stated that b e f o r e tho war they had 
175 vessels, about 950,000 tons, and 
after the war they had practically 
nothing. 
Now they have 165 vessels 
over 1,000,000 tons register, of their

ACQUIT NAGLE OF 
MANSLAUGHTER IN 
ACCIDENT TRIAL 


Jury Reaches Verdict 
After l l Hours Delib­ 
eration On 19th 
Ballot, 
This 
Morning. 


Harry J. Nagle, of York, today 
was acquitted of involuntary 
man­ 
slaughter by a jury which deliberated 
eleven hours. 
The jury was locked up at 5 o’clock, 
Tuesday afternoon, and reached ita 
verdict at 4 o’clock this morning on 
the nineteenth ballot. 
Although acquitting Nagle of be- 
) ing responsible for the death of Mrs. 
Walter J. Geigele, of Columbus, Ohio, 
in an automobile collision at the in­ 
tersection of the Biglerville road and 
Howard avenue, September 15, the 
jurors placed the costs upon the de­ 
fendant. 
The costs will be about 
HOO, William Hersh, who represented 
Nagle, said. 
Question of leniency 
After deliberating nearly two hours, 
the jury sent out word that it desired 
further instructions, and court was 
reconvened by Judge D. P. McPherson 
shortly before 7 o’clock Tuesday even­ 
ing. 
After the jurors had filed into the 
courtroom, they asked Judge McPher­ 
son if he would consider a recom­ 
mendation of leniency if they found 
Nagle guilty. The court told the jury 
that he would give consideration to 
such a recommendation. 
The jurors then asked Judge Mc­ 
Pherson what the sentence for in­ 
voluntary manslaughter is, but the 
court said he was not allowed to di­ 
vulge such information, fie also said 
he would not divulge the extent of 
the leniency he would show toward 
the defendant in sentencing him, if 
he were convicted. 
In closing, Judge 
McPherson informed the jurors as to 
the disposition of costs, and the jury 
returned to its deliberation*. 
Nagle (.ast Witness 
Testimony in the case was in at 3 
o'clock, Tuesday afternoon, and short­ 
ly afterward Attorney Hersh began 
his closing plea. 
Nagle was the last 
witness called by the defense before 
it reeled* He said he saw no machine 
approaching on Howard avenue as he 
was driving north on< the Biglerville 
road. 
As he passed the load of straw, 
driven by E. P. Hartman, of the coun­ 
ty home, Nagle said he applied the 
brakes to his truck and was traveling 
about IO miles an hour as he ap­ 
proached the intersection.
